Red Propaganda Sent 
Atlanta Schools Stirs 
Call for U.S. Action 


By HERMAN HANCOCK 


Evidence of the Communists’ effort to bombard Atlanta school children with Russian 
propaganda will be fired directly to the House Committee on Un-American Activities at a 
meeting Monday in Washington, Committee Chairman John S. Weed, of the Ninth Georgia 
District, disclosed yesterday. 

Rep. Wood’s statement followed confiscation of a number of Russian propaganda bul- 
letins sent to libraries of various Atlanta high schools. Miss Ira Jarrell, City School Super- 
intendent, ordered all such publications sent to her office in the future. 

= a Although similar propaganda in 
behalf of Communism has been 
found by other educational systems 
scattered throughout the country, 
the first evidence that Atlanta was 
on the mailing list of the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics’ Wash- 
ington Embassy was discovered 
here yesterday. 

Miss Jarrell termed them “mast- 
erpieces of propaganda” citing the 
color covers, the profusely illu- 
strated and slanted stories inside, 
and the studied and adroit attempt 
to sell the Russian form of govern- 
ment as a veritable Utopia. 

Judge James C. Davis, Fifth

Wood in flaying the “bold and 
frightening menace.” 


Wood said the attempt to dis- 
tribute the propaganda bulletins in 
Atlanta schools is. “nothing hew, 
but is indicative of the widespread 
effort to popularize Communism.”

Hauser said Americans had no 
reason to fear that gossipy census 
takers would discuss anyone's in- 
come with the neighbors. He said 
the Census Bureau had a reputa- 
tion for “zealousness in guarding 
the confidential nature of the re- 
ply of anyv-individual person or es- 
tablishment.” 

Hauser also asserted, “Neither 
the President nor any other person 
in the White House” asked that the 
income questions be included in 
the 1950 census. He said the Bu- 


gress have complained against the 
inclusion of queries on- income. 
But Hauser pointed out that “the 
list of Questions to be used in the 
1950 census of population was sub- 
mitted to the sub-committee of the 
Committee. on Appropriations of 
the House of Representatives on 
Feb. 28, 1949, and are printed in 
the hearings on the Department of 
Commerce appropriation bill for 
1950.” 


The Republicans said they were 
not mollified by Hauser’s offer to 
let citizens, mail their income sta- 
tistics to Washington.

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Oh, Pish, and Likewise, Oh, Tish! 


When we read it we said, “Here’s 
where we came in.” 


It was an old story. The State of 
Georgia had just lost a suit it should 
not, in our opinion, have instituted, and 
the Attorney General’s office had told 
reporters, “This may cost Georgia millions 
in taxes and endanger the schools.” 

Pish, and likewise, tish. 

The facts are exactly the opposite and 
the statements issued presumably are for 
the purpose of intimidating the appellate 
or Supreme Court. 


The case is a test case. 


A company has a branch office in a 
Georgia city or town—it may be Savan- 
nah, Douglas, Macon, Albany, Atlanta, 
Rome, Flowery Branch, Social Circle-- 
any town or, for that matter, in any coun- 
ty rural area. Salesmen operating out of 
that office sell goods in Louisiana, Ala- 
bama, South Carolina, Tennessee, and so 
on. The orders are sent to the factory. 
The orders are filled from there. The 
goods never come to Georgia, or if they 
do they merely pass through in transit 
by truck or railroad. 


Yet, by twisting an ambiguous statute, 
of which Georgia seems to have more 
than it can say grace over, the State is 
trying to collect taxes on goods not sold 
in Georgia, not originating in Georgia, 


not produced in Georgia, and never in 
Georgia. 

The law seeks to do what is right. 
And to collect taxes on these gogds is 
not, to the layman, logical in the least. 

What is going to happen, of course, if 
the State wins this case is that all over 
the State branch offices will have to de- 
part. They rent offices, buildings, and 
they hire people. Their pay rolls and 
their taxes and the buying power of those 
they employ will be lost, as will the jobs. 
Some already have moved because of the 
uncertain state of affairs. 

Florida towns are advertising and seek- 
ing them. 

So are other States, awakening to the 
nonsense that goes on in Georgia. 

The facts are that if Georgia loses this 
case it will gain millions, not lose them. 
If it wins the case it will drive out jobs, 
pay rolls, and will empty offices all over 
the State. 

From our viewpoint, admittedly that 
of a layman, the Superior Court decision 
ruling the State cannot collect taxes on 
goodsynot produced, originating or sold 
in Georgia, is a wise and sensible one, 
within the meaning of the law—to do 
justice. 

We trust the appellate or Supreme 
Court will not be prejudiced by political 
bleats.

Rural Free Delivery, they called that 
socialism,” he said. “They said the same 
thing about the REA when it was first 
launched, and they called the move to 
have the REA provide telephones social- 
istic. I am for such socialistic things, if 
they be socialistic. 

Gov. Talmadge also praised the Fed- 
eral REA, Federal aid to rural hospitals, 
rural roads and REA, and said farmers 
must .have telephones even if they get 
them through Federal aid to REA. 

All of this adds up to the fact there 
are certain fields in which only the Gov- 
ernment can act to provide the people 
with services, and that our job is clearly 
to define those fields and keep them sep- 
arate.

To the Tax Revision Committee 


An open letter to the members of Georgia’s Tax Revision Committee: 


Dear Friends: 


I wish I Were a brilliant attorney who could sway the jury with a closing appeal before you 
arrive at your decision, or a silver-tongued orator who could inspire you to new heights of statesman- 


ship. But I am not. 
in Georgia history. 

I have never been as close to any committee 
during the few years I have been covering Geor- 
gia politics. I know the problems you are facing. 
Even before’ you began, your deliberations, I 
toured the South looking into the tax systems 
of other States. Even in that glances at tax 
structures, I saw the detailed work you would 
have to do. In the long weeks of hearings and 
discussions, I have come to know each one of 
you individually, and I have an utmost respect 
for your ability and sincere desire to help your 
State. 


a 

No Committee in Georgia history, inso- 
far as I know, has been on such a tough 
spot as you are. Although you are dealing 
with an ordinarily dull subject of taxes, the 
people have shown a keen interest in tax 
revision since the first day you present mem- 
bers went te work. Nevér has there been 
such a sustained interest on the part of the 
people in any one Committee. Yours has 
been the life of a goldfish. 


You have done a magnificent job of con- 
ducting hearings and studying taxation of Geor- 
gia and other States. Early in your sessions, you 
found that the chief problem of tax revision is 
this: 


Shall Georgia have a sales tax? 

As you go into your final session this Friday, 
you still must decide whether you will recom- 
mend a new tax structure based upon a sales tax 
- or whether you have found other tax means of 
raising revenue. There have been other recom- 
mendations as your study progressed. Some say 
that the sales tax is the fairest tax—that it 
“makes taxpayers of the 70 percent of Georgians 
now riding free.. Others say that the sales tax 


So I take this means of talking with you a few moments before you go down 


is an unfair burden on the low-income group— 
that a tax on the purchases is harder on a per- 
son spending all his wages than it is on the more 
wealthy. The fact that there is truth in the 
opposing contentions makes your problem un- 
usually difficult. 

When I wrote a series of findings on the tax 
structures of other States, I, fortunately, was in 
the position of a reporter providing information 
on possible new tax sources. I did not have to 
recommend a solution. You do. You are experts 
selected te do a difficult and tedious job of study- 
ing.and recommending for the Legislature. The 
General Assembly, which meets only 29 days in 
January, has asked you to be very specific in 
your recommendations—even to the extent of 
drafting tax bills for introduction. 


Your studies are complete. You now are 
ready to approve the final draft on your 
recommendations — recommendations which 
will decide how you will be recorded in 
Georgia history. Shall you go dewn in the 
books as a group of outstanding statesmen 
who gave Gtorgia a modern, cencise, and 
fair system of taxation?, Or shall you be re- 
called as a group of persons who ducked 
ri _responsibilities when the chips were 
own? 


This is the end of this letter, now. In closing 
I can think of nothing better than The Con- 
stitution’s parting paragraph in Sunday’s edi- 
torial: 

“We have praised the membership of the Com- 
mittee in the past and we commend the hard 
work that has gone on to date. We trust the 
product of their labors will be equally worthy of 
commendation.”

University Presidents 
Don't Sleep Well 


There is an unconfirmed report going the 

rounds that of all the university presidents in 

America, only Dr. Goodrich White, the highly 

esteemed head of Emory University, sleeps a sleep which is dream- 

less, and that as the hours of repose slip by in the great web of 
nights, a peaceful smile rests upon his lips. 


You see, Emory University has no football team; never had one, 
and has no alumni who demand they be allowed to root for one 
each Saturday through the gloriously melancholy Autumn. So, 
while I have never seen President White in slumber, I can well 
believe theyreport. It is true Emory University has the problem 
of an increasingly great medical school, which spends more than 
four times what it receives from each student on teaching and 
training that same young man or woman. And there are the prob- 
lems attendant on directing an institution which is looming larger in 
But, again, he has no 
football team and he is not faced with the issue now agitating 
the intercollegiate world; namely, three meals per day for the de- 
serving athlete, or just one! Nor is he burdened with the business 
of football scholarships. The alumni wolves do not how! beneat 
his window, demanding the losing coach be thrown to them. 
Waketul It is perhaps just a rumor as to how soundly he 

sleeps, but it possesses a salty truth, and assuredly 
there are those university presidents who believe they could sleep 
soundiy if it were not for the football team and an athletic system 
built upon it. 


There is a vast difference between never having had football, 
and in giving it up, as a great many college presidents have learned 
from sleepless hours of ratiocination upon gridiron subjects. Not 
possessing one is indeed a soporific condition. But never to have 
had one! That indeed knits up the raveled sleeve of care. 


The Winter of discontent is upon the football world. Harvard 
has followed the example of others, and has retired from big-time 
competition. Henceforth, Harvard will play only her natural rivals 
and the university fund, and not football, will support the non- 
profitable sports. 


Here in the South, Sewanee long ago did the same thing, and, 
so far as one may learn, is no less happy because of it. There are 
others who are beating a path to the door of the Emory and 
Sewanee mousetraps. : 

There is no discounting the fact that as football has grown in 
popularity and profits, its costs also have shown great ability to 
set new altitude records. The two-platoon system, competitive re- 
cruiting costs, and the scramble to sign high school seniors to 
scholarships, have all sent costs to such rarefied heights that even 
schools with winning teams sometimes end up with a deficit which 
only a bowl game can wipe out. . 


The coaches are quite right to demand more money than is paid 
professors. These latter gentlemen have a lifetime tenure and are 
not booed if one of their young men drops a dangling participle 
or fumbles a Latin verb. No Monday morning quarterbacks adopt 
resolutions against them and demand a new set of professors be- 
cause the classes in the academic school had lower averages than 
those in a rival ivory tower. 


System The system is such that it makes the Darwinian theory 
of survival seem mild and almost kindly. The coaches 
deserve more. 

But the system itself is beginning to creak under the load. 

There has grown up, too, an almost complete cynicism about foot- 
ball players because of the policy at many institutions of providing 
for them soft and easy courses, The result is that many persons 
actually think all football players are strong-backed young men 
who could not pass the entrance examinations to the school for the 
feebleminded. The truth is the opposite. Only a boy with a fine, 
quick mind can play today on a really first-rate team. The calls 
upon his mind and retentive memory are almost staggering in num- 
ber. They involve not merely plays, but assignments on offense 
and defense which vary with each play. ‘ 

There usually are night lectures, since a new team, with differ- 
ing problems, is met each week. 

The plain truth is the football player is physically and men- 
tally tired all through the season. He does not feel equal to study- 
ing until midnight. There is a need—the system being what it 
is-——for the so-called “crip” courses. 

Yet many boys do take difficult courses and do well in them. 
When one such comes along he may be put down in the books as 
an exceptional young man in every respect. He has defeated the 
system itself and is an unusually gifted, dogged person.

Values The amazing thing, and aspect, is how the system has 
established itself. Many fathers, with considerable 
wealth, not only take a great pride in the fact their son has a 
football scholarship, but positively glow if the son had many such 
“offers.” Most of the coaches will not have a man unless he is 
on scholarship, because they want the control it provides, a sound 
theory, but not one quite compatible with college sports. 

The system simply grew too fast and became too big for its 
collegiate pants. The pains now come from trying to reduce the 
system’s weight, always a painful process. 

The South is at least honestly defending the system. Others are 
trying to pretend it isn’t really what it is. Still others, like Har- 
vard, have departed from it. 


: ° There will be more and more self-examination in 
Examination the next few years at universities where sta- 
dium debts aré not too great. 

And more and more will travel to Emory to see if the Glee 
Club, pushball, class football, track and baseball—all within the 
walls—really do satisfy students as much as the Saturday spec- 
tacles with their great drama and thrill of competition. 

But, if the rumor be true, they will go by day. At night they 
will find all the administration at Emory sleeping soundly and 
well, undisturbed by sanity codes, three meals or one, and who is 
going to coach where next year, and so on.

Another Question 


Editor Constitution: May I say in the begin- 
ning how very much I have enjoyed the splendid 
and inspiring articles that you have been running 
by the late Dr. Peter Marshall. They have 
whetted my appetite for more and | am ordering 
the book. I always read Dr. Marshall’s prayers 
in the Senate (about all that was worth reading 


in the Congressional Record). 

All the above is introductory to what I have to 
say. One of the articles you carried by Dr. Mar- 
shall was entitled “The Romance of Magdala,” 
telling how this village in Galilee achieved un- 
dying fame through the regeneration of a fallen 
woman. The article is very beautiful in its dra- 
matic setting, but I find no justification for the 
facts mentioned. Please understand that I am 
not trying to be controversial, nor finding fault 
with Dr. Marshall’s article, but I'am seeking en- 
lightenment. Were Dr. Marshall living, I would 
go to him for this information. In my feeble 
way I cannot interpret the Bible to coincide with 
the story. 

Certainly we know that Mary and Martha and 
their brother had a home in Bethany, and that 
the Savior often went there for relaxation and 
human companionship. What was more natural 
that on one occasion when He was tired and 
weary from traveling the rough roads of Galilee, 
that he should visit the home of his friends, and 
that Mary, one of his most devoted disciples 
should annoint his aching feet, and in lieu of a 
cloth dry them with her hair. No mention here 
of her being a woman of the city or anything 
against her character. 

Luke tells of the incident of an unknown 
woman (certainly Mary of Bethany was not an 
unknown woman) at the home of Simon—the 
leper who also lived in Bethany. He identifies 
this woman simply as a sinner, but intimates the 
nature of her sin, but positively he does not 
identify her as Mary Magdalene. Yet in his next 
chapter he does identifysher as one of the women 
who, with the apostles, were traveling over Gali- 
lee with the Master. If he could identify her 
then, why could not he do so at the home of 
Simon? The only identification of Magdalene 
with the sinful woman is the fact that she is men- 
tioned in the next chapter. No proof. 

Both Matthew (XXVI 6) and Mark (XIV 3) 
mention the incident in the house of Simon, but 
they both say that the unknown woman broke 
the box of precious ointment and annointed His 
head. No mention by either that this was a 
fallen woman, nor allusion to Mary of Magdala. 


Clearly the two incidents were different and 
distinct—the one in the home of Lazarus and the 
other in the home of Simon. 

Through the ages Mary Magdalene has been 
branded as a fallen woman, and that—to me— 
unjustly. Certainly the Bible does not say so, 
and all that supports such a theory is legend and 
fiction. Christ erected a perpetual monument 
to her and she it was to whom He first revealed 
Himself after his resurrection. Until proof can 
be shown me, I shall deny that Mary of Magdala 
was a prostitute, or that she was the sister of 


Martha and Lazarus.

In fact, I 
would have been afraid to get in the same room 
with it, for fear I would cause something to 
blow up. 


It’s the same way with these elaborate 
sets of wood and metal out of which the 
child is supposed to make things. Children 
can do it, I guess, but I can’t. I can’t even 
read the directions. My kids usedste ask 
me to come upstairs and help them build 
windmills and skyscrapers and bridges and 
whatnot out of these things. That was before 
they found out I was so stupid, mechanically. 
Now they make me stand outside the room 
and look in. They are afraid I will foul the 
thing up so badly it wil} take them ali night 
to get straightened out again if I come and 
try to help. 


The toymakers are wonderful people. They 
have made a toy replica of everything the mod- 
ern world uses... toy telephones that ring, toy 
automobiles that run... toy dump trucks that 
dump things, toy steamshovels that pick up 
things, toy tractors that shoot sparks from their 
smoke stacks, toy roadscrapers that would almost 
scrape a road. Any day now I expect to see a 
toy replica of the atomic bomb that will blast 
the living daylights out of everything within a 
radius of 10 square feet. 

I don’t know whether the kids get a big kick 
out of having their own little replicas of every- 
thing the grown folks have or not. I guess they 
do, or the toy people wouldn’t make ’em and the 
store people wouldn’t sell ’em. But there are so 
few things that have the quality of mystery and 
magic which appeals to that facet of a child’s 
mind which separates him fromAhe adult—that 
quality of high imagination, of fairy-like wonder 
which is essentially childlike.

I guess I'm wrong, theugh, as I so eften 
am in my theories about what my kids 
should and should not like. I suppose the 
world we live in does cordition us, from 
earliest childhood on. I remember I came 
along right after World War I, when even 
the little children knew all about trench war- 
fare and how the soldiers used to blow each 
other up with hand grenades. So we had to 
dig trenches and make forts and pelt each 
other with missiles. The big problem was to 
find a good missile. It had to be heavy and 
solid enough so that you could throw it accu- 
rately, yet soft enough and light enough so 
that it wouldn’t do too much damages when 
it hit. We finally found two. One was the 
wild orange that grew over back of the 
cemetery. The other was a corn cob. You 
could throw either with great accuracy, but 
neither would fracture a skull or knock out 
any teeth. 


That was an old-fashioned type of war, of 
course, and the modern youngsters play different- 
ly. My own young, for instance, remembering 
the headlines of not so long ago, have invented 
something called “Bombs Away.” They put on 
football helmets and one of them sits on the bot- 
tom step of the staircase with his face all 
squinched up, waiting. The other, using a child’s 
rubber boot as a missile, leans over the rail up- 
stairs and drops the boot, striking the one down- 
stairs on the head. Then they change places. 
The one who drops the boot yells, “Bombs away!”

As for the frightened ladies who bought 
coffee by the case, they’re out of luck. They 
may as well drink the stuff to quiet their nerves, 
because they were had.

Power Was Born 


PHOENIX. Ariz.—In these days of compli- 
» cated foreign entanglements, where our econ- 
omy is tied bewilderingly to that of, say, Iran,

this breadbasket of the modern world. 


. There are gaffers wtting in 
the sun of Phoenix, for instance, 
who remember the very begih- 
nings of the ‘reclamation pro- 
gram—first attempted ‘by: the 
United States—which  trans- 
formed the worthless deserts of 
Arizona, Nevada and Ca’*fornia 
into soil which in a single year. 
1946, produced a crop i.come 
of more than $2,200,000,000. 

They tell of the day he word 
came to the Arizona region in 
the form of a telegram to a 
country newspaper editor. [hose 
who remember him say he threw 
off his green eyeshade, stood up 
and cried: 

“They’ve done it! Thank God, 
it’s done!” 

He was thanking God for 
the Fifty-Seventh Congress of 
the United States, and Sen. 
Henry Clay “4ansbrough, of 
North Dakota, and Rep. Fran- 
cis Griffith New'ands, of Ne- 
vada. And for Theodore Roose- 
velt, President of the United 
States, on that fabled June 
17, 1902. T. R. had just signed 
the Hansbrough - Newlands 
Reclamation Act. 


From the way the old-timers 
talk it must have been some- 
thing like the start of the Ok- 
lahoma run, or the annoui.ce- 
ment that gold was to be found 
in California, silver in Nevagia, 
oil in Pennsylvania and later 
Texas. 

The crude stores along Cen- 
ter Street in Phoenix closed for 
the day. Farmers in their big- 
wheeled wagons emerged from 
the dust of the outland to join 
the singing, weeping, backslap- 
ping Phoenicians. 


MIRACULOUSLY, stupendous- 
ly, the scratch of <. R.’s pen 
would be the moist tool that 
would transform the sun-baked 
barren earth of a great portion 
of the Southwest and bring 
forth luscious produce. For 
countless centuries before this 
men had come to this part of 
the earth, some from Asia across 
the frozen Bering, only to wither 
and die when the river beds 
went dry--or wander on to new 
lands. 


But now, by God, the white- 
faced people would stay and 
conquer this land, tame it, 
make it pay its way. Their 
own little efforts to conserve 
water for their limited acres: 
their own back-breaking ef- 
forts to shore up the melting 
snows and to wring the last 
drops out of such capricious 
streams as the Salt Ri-er, 
would be buttressed by the 
might of a growing young re- 
public which had just emerged 
from a half century of isola- 
tion and had whipped Spain in 
the Atlantic and Pacific. 


We do things differently to- 
day, and are impatient or intol- 


erant of obstacles that staid in 
the way of the job. But nearly 


half a century ago, when .men 
struggled to unlock an agricul- 
tural.wealth which was to be 
greater than all the gold of Cali- 
fornia, all the silver of Colorado 
and all the -zopper of Arizona, 
men moved cautiously. 


PRIVATE CLAIMS to smal! 
irrig. tion ditches had to be re- 
solved to the satisfaction of ‘he 
owners. Deeply devout people 
who believed that reclamation 
was tampering with the will of 
God had to be persuaded to 
support the program. Landown- 
ers had to sacrifice hard-won 
acreage for the general good. 
Men met and argued through 
the nights. and sometimes they 
fought. ‘But in the end there 
were handshakes, and in those 
days they meant more than a 
contract — in triplicate — -ould 
mean today. 

It .neant work, too, such as 
this country had never dreamed. 


The Tonto Basin dam, for 
instance, 185 feet thick at the 
base and stretching more than 
1,000 feet across the mouth of 
the Salt River canyon—with 
1,400,000 acre feet of flood 
water held behind its 284-foot 
heights—was built when the 
site was 65 miles from the 
nearest railroad. Men had to 
hack a road to it, drag along 
it every bit of gear—on high- 
wheel wagons drawn by 20 
mules. 


It was completed on March 
18, 1911, before an assembly 
which had reached the place in 
carriages, On bicycles and in un- 
certainly early automuvobiles. 
T. R., out of the White House 
by now, was there, to hear the 
dam named for him. 


THAT WAS the beginning of 
a new life for the west: Smaller 
and bigger dams were to follow, 
and the earth where een whis- 
kers were hard to grow bloomed 
and blossomed and _. brought 
forth fruit 10,000,000-fold. 


In the lifetime of many who 
lived through those days, they 
have seen the fantastic miracles 
water can achieve. And as one 
said: 

“What was begun so long ago 
in this valley will never end so 
long as men with courage and 
strength shall dream.”

DRY-SPELL ANTIDOTE 


Well, I see where the Extension Service is recommend- 
ing an application of nitrogen on Winter pastures along 
about now. This I am glad to see. The dry spell of late 
Fall and early Winter has prevented the growth one nor- 
mally gets from Winter grasses, and if this loss can be 
overcome by the use of nitrogen, we are in better shape 
than if we resigned ourselves to fate and let the matter 
rest until Spring. 

I haven’t any information on the subject, but grassmen I talk 


with usually take the position 
that nitrogen does not work 
very rapidly in cold weather. 
And for this reason they con- 
fine their applications to late 
Summer and early Spring. Some 
of them choose middle August 
and middle February, the Au- 
gust application being intended 
to carry the Winter grasses 
through the Winter and the Feb- 
ruary application being intended 
to carry the grasses through the 
seed-making and seed harvesting 
period ending about July 1. 


The Extension Service also 
discusses the possible danger 
from nitrogen poisoning where 
cattle are left on the pasture 
or placed on the pasture after 
nitrogen has been applied and 
suggests we wait until two or 
three days after the application 
or at least until after a heavy 
dew or a rain before sending 
livestock to the nitrogenized pas- 
ture.

A great deal of the skill in Can-'! 
‘asta consists in knowing when 
and what to give the opponents in! 
order to preserve your own best’ 
chances. If the opponents have al- 
ready established control of the 
pack it is no longer a question of 
“when” but of “what.” 

For example, here is a hand 
similar to one we discused last 
week. 


Your side has melded kings,' 


queens, and 4-4-4-Joker. Your part-| 


ner has about the same number | 
‘of cards that you have, while both 
‘opponents have fairly substantial 
‘hands and have already melded) 
canastas of sixes and fives, plus A- 
A-Joker-2, 9-9-9-9, and the meld’ 
which your right-hand opponent 
has just put down, 7-7-7-7. You) 
have just drawn your 4. What! 
should you discard? 


4—but what price safety? The op- 
ponents “own” the pack, and if! 
they cannot take it immediately 
jit is almost a certainty they will do 
so within a few plays. Then you 
will have thrown away a card 
which is especially important to 
you because it established the base 
for a canasta. 

You cannot make a canasta with- 
out four natural cards; without a 
canasta you cannot go out—and 
it is vitally important that you 
play to go out as soon as possible. 
Your partner may have one or 
more wild cards, but until you 
have established a canasta base he 
doesn’t know where to add them. 
By all means add that four to your 
meld as fast as poss:ble. If partner 
has two wild cards, he will” prob-| 
ably complete the canasta at once: 
if he has one he may add it and 
let you complete it with your own 
wild cards. (Which you should do, 
even if it interferes with your go- 
ing out yourself; perhaps partner’s 
hand is better matched.) 

You discard the 9, preferring to 
match a meld that has been on the 
table for some time rather than 
add to the latest one. Your left- 
hand opponent may have in his 
hand a 7 that he has not yet had 
an opportuuity to play to it. 


Question: May any player ask 
other players how many cards 
they have remaining, when it is 
not his turn? ; 

Answer: Under the laws, this 
privilege is limited to the player 
whose turn it is.

Try One for ‘Smileage’

Are you the one who takes the early lunch hours? Chances 
are you need a better breakfast, so read on and give’ this 
neglected meal a chance to work its wonders on you. 


For a number of years nu- 
tritionists have told us to eat 
a better breakfast. Now sci- 
ence has confirmed that you get 
z0od “smileage” from a good 
breakfast. 

Investigators at the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture fed 
people different breakfasts for 
two years. Severa! hours later 
each day they checked on their 


milk. Bacon or ham with the 
cereal didn’t add quite enough 
protein unless servings were in- 
creased in size. 

No study of vitamins was 
made in this experiment. But 
the researchers said both the ce-

Many people work with flowers, but few understand 
them, 


Only natures rich in fancy, essentially child-like and wondering 
can see flowers as personalities and love them in that peculiarly 
tender way. Chips Carpenter, of College Park, an Englishman 
with a travelogue past and an enchantingly thick accent, is such 
a man. 

To Carpenter, flowers are a love story. 


Poet, adventurer, philosopher and loafer, this Englishman served 
under Churchill in the Boer War in South Africa. He has known 
Kipling and Yeats, and has circled the globe with the British Navy. 
With a too broad knowledge of human suffering and foibles, he 
has found a rare peace in tending bright, quiet gardens. 


Carpenter's quixotic, dreamy eyes suggest an imtimate aware- 
ness of ancient Scotch lore, and &n Irishman’s love of the little 
people. He sees the world as a fairy tale. Deeply rooted in the 
imperialistic tradition, the kindly gardener has the aristocrat’s love 
of high and low. and a scorn for social security, pensions and mid- 
die-class bureaucracy. There is something very royal about him. 

Carpenter loves the sweet April freshness of deep black soil. 
He loves to tuck the seeds away, and push the soil close around 
them the way one tucks children in bed. He loves the long months 
of tending and the first soft touch of Spring, when the love story 
begins to unfold. 

It opens with the narcissus pleading “I await you!” Violets, 
rsestling helter skelter, murmur “Do not be sorry.” But the hesi- 
tant rhododendron warns “Be cautious” and the opulent poppy 
says “I am not free.’ 

Comes Summer, the housewifely geranium whispers “sweetness,” 
and brilliant pinks, acquiescing, murmur “Yes.” 

“Thank you,’ whispers the Autumn gentian. But the story has 
begun to fade. It ends with Winter, when nettle spreads its 
shadowy softness over the hills and mourns “In vain I have no 
liking for you.” ‘ 

Its a wonderful love story, opening so happily with Spring, 
blooming in Summer, and closing with quiet sadness in Winter. 
It’s the old story of unrequited love, a flirtation of the flowers that 
is repeated in gardens every year. Yet it always ends tragically— 


as the tenderest love stories will.

With your material well pinned to the table and your 
guide sheet studied and well in mind, you are ready to 
unfold the pattern. Take each piece you are going to need 
and fold the others and put them back in the envelope out 


of the way. 


Smooth out the ones you are 
using, press with a warm iron 
(not hot iron) if the pattern is 
too wrinkled or folded. Some 
of the pattern houses leave pa- 
per on patterns to be cut away 
when you cut material, but I 
always cut this off because you 
can see where you are placing 
better and you can mark your 
material with chalk where you 
want to alter pattern. First 
work at the chart and get the 
one that is made for your width 
of material and place pattern 
just like they have it. Don’t pin 
yet. See if you have plenty of 
room. Take your basic pattern 
and lay over it, then slip out 
tissue paper and put it on top 
of basic pattern to see what 
changes you will have to make. 
Change your pattern and re- 
move basic pattern, then put tis- 
sue pattern carefully on cloth. 


If you have made a basic pat- 
tern you are safe, if not you 
must check every piece of pat- 
tern with your measurements. 
I had a girl tell me not long ago, 
she took her material, pattern, 
etc., to a good dressmaker, she 
checked the size on the outside 
of the envelope and it checked 
with the customer's measure- 
ments, everything was fine— 
when she went for the first fit- 
ting the dress was two sizes too 
big. What had happened, the 
dressmaker was in a rush and 
took for granted the pattern was 
O. K. and put it right on the 
material and cut, not checking 
the pattern with her measure- 
ments. 


They then found after check- 
ing the pattern house had made 
a mistake and put a size 40 in 
the 36 envelope. So everybody 
makes mistakes, even the pat- 
tern houses. 

Here I'd like to say for those 
that are having clothes made, 
plan your wardrobe ahead of 
time and give your dressmaker 
plenty of time so she will not 
have to rush with vour garment. 
You will get a better garment 
and much better workmanship. 
Get. all the large perforations on 
the grain and to be sure to meas- 
ure them with tape measure 
from .perforations to the selvage, 
which is straight with edge of 
the table. 
means true bias, which is the 
line cutting diagonally across 
the grain on a 45 degree angle. 

You can easily find a true bias 
by turning a corner of the ma- 
terial over into a true square, 
the fold will be your bias. When 
you are cutting a bias skirt or 
waist, don’t try te crowd it into 
a small space by twisting the 
pattern a fraction to make it fit, 
for it will not work. It will ruin 
the hang of the dress. It is bet- 
ter to piece the corner of the 
bottom for it will come out in 
the hem or at the waistline un- 
der the belt and. will not show. 

Now pin your pattern wel? to 
material. It is best to pin 
through the grain perforations 
first to be sure it doesn’t slip; 
then pin seamline perforations, 
with pins at right angles .o the 
edge. Of course, you have your 
material folded with wrong side 
out, so your markings are all 
ready on the side you will sew 
on. If you cut on the single, use 
wrong side, never mark the right 
side of material. You can mark

If it savs bias, that ’

with chalk on every pir or you 
can mark with tailors’ tacks. 
Take a double thread of another 
color than material and sew 
through perforations, catching 
both sides of material with two 
stitches. Separate the material 
slightly and cut threads, leaving 
part of the thread on both pieces 
of material. 

While the pattern is still firm 
on the material, 
even stitch straight through the 
fold aid get your center front 
and center back of skirt and 
waist. Never move this '1ntil the 
garment is finished, for this is 
your guide for left and right fit- 
ting. Also baste a thread about 
one inch down on top of sleeve. 
Then carefully notch all notches. 
This is a good, painstaking job 
and if you spend the most time 
and thought on this step, the rest 
will be easy. Leave the pattern 
on the material and fold it and 
put in a box so you will not 
get it wrinkled. I am going to 
take a simple little Simplicity 
Pattern No. 2329 to go by. We 
have used it often for a: base, it 
fits good and can be changed 
sO Many ways.

Nature of the Common Cold 


The common cold is now believed to be caused by a virus, 


not yet identified, and for which no specific treatment 
has been discovered. However, physicians have recognized 
a marked similarity between allergic reactions and many 
of the early symptoms of colds. 


Allergic reactions such as hay fever are caused by over- 
production in the body of a chemical called histamine 
which is released when the offending pollen contacts the 
nasal passages.

‘An associated trigger mechanism such as chilling 
3 or food to which one is sensitive may stimulate or
